New Ruling for Those Serving Over­ 
seas Since July ll, 1919. 


Washington, 
D. C., Feb. 16—Sol­ 
diers who have served overseas since 
July ll, 1919, w’ill receive an increase 
of 20 per cent on their entire 
base 
pay instead of on the old ba.se pay 
authorized during the w’orld war. The 
War Department 
announced 
today 
that the change had been authorized 
under a recent decision of the Comp­ 
troller of the Treasury 
and 
that a 
private on f< reign service would re­ 
ceive $36 instead of $33 paid during 
the war. The 
increase, however, is 
not payable for service in the Canal 
Zone, Panama, Porto Rico or Hawaii.
